The 5th Inftant a 
Regiment of Carabinéers, comffting of 3 Squadrons, 
which was quarter'd about Phalzbourg, march’d 
rowards the Netherlands: And ‘tis rumour'd, that 
feveral other Regiments will follow thither; fo 
that in all Appearence we {hall not pretend to 
attempt any thing of Confequence this Campaign 
inthefe Parts. The Enemy have drawn. together 
on the other fide of the Rhine to obferve eur Mo- 


tions ; and haye reinforc’d the Garrifon of Landau 


to 7ooo Men. ‘ 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Mar. 19. 
Heydelberg, Mar.12. We have no Account that 
the Enemy’s Forces are about to make any Motion 
yet, except that thofe.. which are drawn together 
near Colmar, are to be employ’d in nce worthier an 
Expedition than the putting under military Execu- 
tion fome Villages in Alface that have not fatisfied 
certain Demands of the King’s Intendant. The 
Enemy's Traops begin to defert apace. In the 
mean while, Philipsbourg, Landau, and the Lines 
are brought into a better Stare of Defence daily. 
Moft of our Troops are come together, and the 
Balatines and Wurtembergers are fo near at Hand, 
that they may joyn the reft in 2 or 3 Days. Order 
is fent to the Huffars in Bavaria to haften to the 
Rendezvous on the Rhine, and they are to be 
follow’d by the Imperial Regiments of Zobkowitz 
and Mercy : In fhort, if the Enemy do not receive 
Reinforcements from the Netherlands or elfewhere, 
(and there is no Likelihood they will,) they will 
bein no Condition to act offenfively in thefe Parts, 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 17. © 
Mons, Mat. 9. Yefterday atriv’d here 12 or 13 
Waggons from Doway, loaded with Powder and 
other Ammunition, which is laid up in our Store- 
houfe ; and the Magazine of Hay is filling with all 
Expedition, 600 Waggons are fummon’d in from 
the adjacent Country, ro fetch Palifidoes froma 
Wood beyond Binch about 4 Miles from hence, to 
be us'd in ftrengthening our Fortifications: And Men 
are employ’d without the Gare of Bertemont, in 
making feveral Works of Fortification, for the bet- 
ter Defence of this City on that fide. Men are 
alfo kept hard at Work on the Lines behind the 
Haine. Several Officers with their Equipage are 
arriv’d here, but no new Forces or Recruits yet, 
nor Horfes to remount the Cavalry. Our Garrifon 
confifts at prefent of 11 Battallions and 6 Squadrons. 
We hear no more tik of the Elector of Bavaria’s 
8°lng up to Germany, nor of she Spanifh and Ba- 
varian Troops marching thither.
